WASHINGTON, 
March 
16.— 


When the next congress convenes, 
the administration will come for- 
ward and present as a campaign is- 
sue reduction of income tax rates 
and a readjustment of the tax laws 
along other lines so that the bur- 
den of government operating ex- 
penses can be jnore equally divid- 
ed, or shifted from the poor to the 
rich, it was learned authoritatively 
today. 


Treasury experts on revenue al- 


ready are convinced that the bur- 
den of taxation borne by the wage 
earning classes is excessive, and 
the program of the treasury will be 
to reduce that burden insofar as 
that may be possible by a readjust- 
ment of tax liability. This will in- 
volve modification of some of the 
existing provisions of the revenue 
act of 1921. 
Many of them have 


been found in actual practice to be 
wholly ineffectual in producing rev- 
enue that they were designed to 
produce. It is now found by treas- 
ury actuaries that the chief reason 
for this deficiency is the legal con- 
flict arising out of heavy verbiage 
in the act itself, and that the law 
needs radical change. 


Conferences today between mem- 


bers of congress and leading offi- 
cials of the treasury developed the 
conclusion that not onjy must there 
be clarification of present revenue 
laws, in some of their most vital 
aspects, but that there 
must 
be 


amendments to remove inequalities, 
wl*ch cannot be reconciled In ad- 
ministration of the law. 


Secretary of the Treasury Mel- 


lon has decided upon a policy of 
recommending lowering of the tax- 
burden generally. 
Xo formal con- 


clusions are ready to be announced, 
but the treasury will renew its 
program 
for lowering of surtax 


rates and revisions along 
other 


lines that will directly affect the 
small taxpayer.

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N commemoration of the service of good will rendered by the 
people of France, the American Y.M.C.A. during recent 
toonths has been presenting memorial tablets to various munici- 


palities of that country which were centers of what, during the 
war, were called leave areas. These were an absolute novelty in 
the annals both of military and of welfare sen-ice. 


One of the serious problems for the leaders of the American 


army in France was the question of soldier's leave. Our army 
wa* 3,000 miles from home. The French and Bntiih sclciier, on 
leave could reach home in a fevr hours. Yet there must be periods 
of rest and relaxation if our own men were to be kept at a t 
pitch of efficiency. It ™as proved in England that workmen could 
not toil satisfactorily if called upon to work seven days a week. 
Neither the mind nor the body would endure continuous"tension. 
, On the other hand, the interruption from the routine must be 
of such a kind that the soldier would return more fit for his out'cs 
than when he went on leave. How could it be accpmohshed tor 
the American doughboy?

SELECTED FOR BEAUTY AXD INTEREST 


' The late periods, to be of service 
to'the individual and to the army, 
required change of environment, not 
merely freedom from army rtstr.c- 
tions or duties. Paris, which every 
one wanted to see, was crowded, 
congested and, like any other great 
city, no place for healthy relaxation. 
The visit to Paris was ant to result 
In dissipation. Then, too, there were 
the military pohce. And there was 
danger of endless complication if 
soldiers on leave were permitted to 
icatter themselves all over France. 


General Penning discussed this 


problem with various advisers in 
July, 1917.
